New Coin and Stamp Issues 

Ottawa.—The head of King George 
will not appear on the coins or Ca- 
nadian postage stamps before the end | 
of the year.

WHEAT DISEASES 


Professor Bolley, of North Dakota, is 
Carrying Out a Very Useful 
Experiment 
Fargo, N. D.—The new line of in- 
vestigations being conducted by Prof. 
H. L. Bolley, ot the North Dakota 
Agricultural college on wheat wilt 


‘and wheat soil sickness are attract- 
ing a great deal of attention from the 
| 


grain men all over tne country. 


Prof. Bolley’s discovery of a method | 


of treating potato scab, his develop- 
ment of the formaldehyde treatment 
for smutty wheat and his internation. 
al reputation as a flax wilt expert 
have caused both the grain and the 
scientific men to pay more attention 
to his present line of work. He finds 
there are five distinct diseases now 
damaging the wheat and the soil of 
this state. His tests at present are 
being made for the purpose of learn- 
ing if all of these are equally serious, 


jor if only two or three are doing thy, 


real damage. 

That the situation is serious is ad- 
mitted by grain men and the discov- 
ery of Prof. Bolley that the wheat wilt 
and wheat soil sickness affects not 


jonly wheat, but also barley and oats 


seeded on the same land is the most 
serious phase. Flax wilt and flax 
sick soil injured only flax and the 
crop rotation methods were more 
easily applied. With three main 
crops affected by the wheat wilt the 
rotation will be much more difficult. 

Experiments so far indicate that 


}clean seed on infected soil produces 
} damaged grain, that infected wheat on 


fresh, clean soil gets bad results. This 
necessitates great care in the treat- 
ment of the seed grain by formalde- 
hyde and also crop rotation. The pro- 
fessor insists that the best method of 


}curing the soil is through cultivated 


crops and proper aeration of the soil. 

So far his theories seem to place 
some doubt as to the old idea of the 
exhaustion of soil fertility. There 
also is a possibility that the spread- 
ing of fertilizers on land may not be 
as beneficfal as is sometimes claimed, 
The latter is at least a well-known 
source of soil infection from infected 
straw that had been used in the 
stables,

Universal Uniform for the Troops 

Ottawa, Ont.—The, militia depart- 
ment has adopted a universal uniform 
for all mounted troops, The idea is 
the uniform question less 
complicated. The cayalry and artil- 
lery will be particula#y affected, as 
well as the mounted divisions of other 
branches of the service. For the pres- 
ent it will not apply to infantry, It 
is decidedly different from any other 
uniform in the militia, the riding 
breeches being one color and the 
serges another.

leather leggings and tanned boots. 

The serges or coats are of dark blue, 
the same: color as the former serges, 
but the piping of the sleeves.

ALBERTA LEADS IN PERCENTAGE 
OF WHEAT SOWN 


The Census and Statistics Department 
Issues Bulletin Showing the Con. | 
dition of Crops at the End of April | 
—Alberta Had 97.60 Per Cent. of | 
Spring Wheat in the Ground on 
May Ist 


Ottawa.—The census and statistics 
issued the other day show the condi- 
| tion of crops in Canada. The reports 
made at the end of April show that 
|good progress was made with spring 
seeding in Ontario and the western 
| provinces, but that in Quebec and the 
maritime provinces little more than a 
Pegi nay had been made, 

Ontario and Alberta are in the lead 
with spring wheat and oats, the 
former with 88.34 per cent. of the 
spring wheat, and 74.74 per cent. of 
oats. 

Ontario also had 72.94 per cent. of | 
the barley seeded and Alberta only 
| 39.17 per cent. 
| Manitoba and Saskatchewan had 
nearly equal with Manitoba 90.68 per 
cent., and the latter with 92.60 per 
cent; but both were slow with oats 
and barley. 

British Columbia had a showing of 
78.33 per cent. for spring wheat sown; 
jee per cent. for oats; 39.17 for bar- 
ey. 

Ontario and Alberta are the only 
provinces with a substantial showing 
of fall wheat, and while in the first

ex-President Roosevelt as cial 
ambassador to represent the United 
States at King Edward’s funeral. The

Ex-President Roosevelt has cabled 
his acceptance of the honor, announc- 
ing that he will leave Berlin for Lon- 
don in a few days.

In appointing Mr. Roosevelt to 
this post President Taft has broken 
all precedents, since no former presi- 
dent of the United States has ever 
performed such duties.

HORSES ARE IN DEMAND 


(SHORTAGE IN SUPPLY IS VERY 
SERIOUS MATTER 


| the Development of Western Canada 


May be Greatly Retarded on 
Account of Inability to Secure 
Horses for Work on Railway Con. 
struction and on the Farm—Fancy 
Prices Now Being Pa'd. 


Winnipeg.—The question of getting 
a sufficient supply of hors*s for carry- 
ing on the work plann.d in the Ca- 
nadinn West for this season is be- 
coming a vital one. Contractors, 
farmers and dealers have already 
prouaitt in over 24,100 animals by way 
of Winni £ since elt 1, but the 
demand is y no means filled, Prices 
have climbed to a figure never before 
equalled in Canada, but it is simply a 
case of bidding in a short market 


where there is not enough to go 
round, 
The more prominent dealers in 


Winnipeg agree that there is a de- 
cided shortage in al cl sses of work 
horses. Repor's ir.m Ontario and 
Western Quebec indicate that those 
fields. have been swept cl ar of ani- 
mals and still the demand holds more 
vgorously than ever. The dealers 
have sent their agents through the 
eastern territory, aud contractors with 
heavy prairie sections on their hands 
have also sent agents east for horses, 
They report that ticy we e able to get 
a few, but not nearly enough. It was 
not a question of price, but an actual 
shortage. Of those they did manage 
to secure many were se ub; and not 
at all up to the work which would be| 
demanded of them. | 

Several westerners have recently 
given voice to the s‘a'enent that this 
shortage will have a tendency to de- 
lay the developmen of the country 
this season. ontracors wll not be 
able to push the railwey lines for- 
ward as rapidly as tiey dosire, and in 
some instances work which was to! 
have been completed this sason will

;next year. So too wih the farmers. 
They have figured on breaki g a con- 
siderable amount of sod, but being 
unable to get the necessary horses,

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WHERE RICE IS KING 


In Burma It Is the Money Crop, the 
Exports Selling For Millions. 


The greatest rice mill in the world 
is at Poozoondoung, on the Irrawaddy 
tiver, writes Frank G. Carpenter. 
Burma is about the best rice patch 
on the bosom of old Mother Earth, 
The country has altogether rice areas 
equal to the Province of Ontario, and 
its annual exports of this grain are 
more than 2,000,000,000 pounds. This 
is enough to five every human being 
on earth all the rice he could eat in 
one day, and still leave enough over 
to makc a pudding for every man, wo- 
man and child, as well as sprinkle 
all the brides and grooms of one year. 
Rice is the money crop of Burma. 
It takes the place of wheat, corn and 
cotton with us, The exports sell for 
millions, and the people are rich or 
poor as the rice grows well or ill. 

The grain. is harvested as paddy. In 
the field it looks not unlike wheat or 
oats, but every kernel has a husk on 
it, and this sticks to it as though it 
were glued. When the grain is ready 
for shipment to the mills, it looks 
much like our wheat grains unthresh- 
ed, save that the rice husks have nei- 
ther heads nor beards, and they stick 
tight to the kernels, It takes quite 
as much work to get them off as to 

tind the threshed wheat into flour. 

his is the work of these rice mills, 

The rice paddy is brought to the 
mills fron all over Burma. It is un- 
loaded from the boats by East Indian 
coolies, many of whom are tan 
girls. Bare armed and bare oegel 
they carry the rice from the boats to 


, the mills in baskets of 50 pounds 


each. Their hours are from daylight 
to dark, with an average pay of less 
than two cents an hour. 


The dy or rice in the husks is 
first winnowed and then carried to 
the top story, when it is passed 
through grinding stones so carefully 


set that they pare off the husk with- 
out breaking the rice. After this pro- 
gress the rice is again winnowed. It 
Ae through countless fans and shak- 
ng sieves, bt again carried to the 
top of the mill and descending by 
gravity from floor to floor, shaken, 
grated and cleaned at every turn. 

After the husk is off, the kernels 
are polished. 

It seems strange to think of rice 
being polished like your best silver. 


| The polishing is done with chamois 


skin, the grains being thrown back 
and forth against a roller covered 
with this material. The chamois cy- 
foes around at the rate of 500 
revolutions a minute, and when the 
rice flows out from it it is as clean 
and white as the first tooth of a baby, 
It then falls through a chute into 
bags ‘and is sewn up Wd Indian girls, 
when it is ready for shipment abroad.

For the present we are asked by the 
committee to pass by the wonderful 
thirteenth chapter—why, I know not 
—but we will return to it in a few 
weeks and have three lessons in it, 
Although this lesson today gives an 
account of the beheading of John the 
Baptist, the sad event evidently took 

lace some time previous. But now, 

erod hearing of the fame of Jesus, 
his guilty conscience tells him that it 
is John whom he had murdered. He 
was perplexed because some said that 
John was risen from the dead, some 
said that Elijah had appeared and 
others that one of the old rophets 
was risen again. Herod said, “Who 
is this of whom I hear such things?” 
And he desired to see Him (Luke ix, 
7-9). Herod's queesion, “Who is 
this?” is an all important one. See 
also Luke v, 21; vii, 49; Matt, xxi, 10; 
Isa. Ixiii, 1; Jer, xxx, 21, where the 
question is in connection with the for- 
iveness of sins, the son of David, the 

essiah and the One who is to judge 
the nations. As our Lord put it to 
Simon Peter, “Whom say ye that I 
am?” (Matt. xvi, 15). It should take 
hold of each one of us, and unless we 
can from the heart reply as Peter did 
it will be bad for us. ‘What is Jesus 
Christ to me?” is the great question. 

In a previous lesson we saw mes- 
sengers coming to Jesus from John in 
the prison, but now we have the ac- 
count of his imprisonment and execu- 


tion. Herod feared John, knowin, 
him to be a just and holy man, an 
he heard him gladly and did» many 


things. But Herod had taken his 
brother Philip's wife and was living 
with her, and John had told him that 
it was not lawful. Thercfore Herodias 
had a quarrel (margin, inward 
trudge) against John and would have 


illed him, but she could not. But 
Herod had imprisoned John for 
Herodias’ sake (Mark vi, 17-20). For 


some idea of what a wicked, unscrup- 
ulous woman can do see I Kings xxi, 
7-15, and II Kings xi, 1, and consider 
that Babylon, which is said to be 
guilty of the blood of all that were 
slain upon the earth, is compared’ to 
& woman arrayed in purple and scar- 
let and decked with gold and precious 
stones and pan (Rev. xvii, 4; xviii, 
24). The life of John in prison must 
have been a sad and lonely one in- 
deed were it not that he had access to 
God with whom he had spent so many 
years in the wilderness, No prison 
walls can shut out God or the Engels, 
than 

compensate for the greatest sufferings 
of the saints on earth (Rom. viii, 18). 
Birthday parties should be happy 
occasions and innocent affairs, but 
this one of our lesson was one of the 
worst on record. It was a great affair,

An African Washington and Napoleon

| The Mad Mullah, or to give him his 

correct name, Haji Mohammed Ab- 

dullah, is now the dominating figure 
in a region containing 60,000 square 
miles, He is a sort of African Wash- | 
j ington and Napoleon rolled into cne; 
and has cost Great Britain thousands | 
lives and $50,000,000 in cash. | 
Many years ago Great Britain, which 
tuled over the peaceful tribes on the | 
coast, declared a protectorate over the | 
interior, The Mad Mullah, who had 
risen to power among the fierce Mo- 
hammedan tribes, resented this and 
Prepared to dispute England’s exten- 
sion of authority. The English sent 
an expedition against him and three 
ears of desultory campaigning {cl- 
owed, during which they expended 
$15,000,000 and sacrificed 1,500 men, 
But the Mad Mullah was not subdued, 
and in 1901 England dispatched an- 
other force to tame him. Similar ex- 
Penhort were to have been sent out 

y the Italians and the Abyssinian:. 
Col. Swayne, who led the British 
column, met a force of the Mad Mu!- 
lah’s, defeated it and believing that 
the capture of the Mullah would soon 
be effected sent back glowing dis. 
patches of victory to London. lo- 
stead Col. Swayne himself came near ! 
being captured. The Mad Mullah at- 
tacked him in the rear, out his com- 
munications with the coast, destroy- 
ed the zariba, upon which Col. 
Swayne depended for his supplixs, 
and forced the retreat of the latter, 
Seeing the difficulty of subduing this 
African warrior the English sought to 
buy him and offered him a pens:cn 
of $15,000 a year if he would sit down

SOWING FLOWER SEEDS. 
Get the Best and the Freshest—Firm- 
ing the Soil. 


\ 
To secure a good stand the first 


requisite is first class seed. Flower 
seeds are generally smaller, and more 
delicate than farm seeds, and the pur- 
chase of poor grades at bargain rates 
is usually a waste of time and money. 
Plant only strong, fresh seed. Usually 
the highest priced is the cheapest. i 

The next step ts the preparation of 
the seed bed, See that the soll is 
thoroughly mellowed, The first stage 
in germination is the absorption of 
water. ‘The rate of absorption is de- 
termined by the number of points of 
contuct between the seed coat and the 
soil particles, Firming the soi) mul- 
tiplies the number of points of con- 
tuct; hence the wisdom of one famous 
authority’s rule to put your foot on 
everything you sow. If the soil is 
wet this firming is inadvisable, but If 
dry it Is quite necessary, 

The depth of the covering {s gov- 
erned largely by the size of the seed. 
Generally seeds inay be covered to a 
depth equal tn thickness to the length 
of the seed, 
not be covered at all, the better plan 
being to shade them for a few days 
with papers to hasten germination, 

Each class of seeds has its own 
germinative temperature requirement. 
Some, like the sweet pea, sprout when 
the frost is hardly out of the ground, 
whereas other kinds require a good 
warm soifl, and the seed will rot if 
planted too soon, The habitat of the 
plant will usually give one a clew in 
this regard. Plants from cool regions 
or high altitudes usually start early, 
and those from warmer regions should 
not be planted until later. 

As the seeds begin to sprout It is 
well to go over the surface of the bed 
with a rnke and break the crust for 
the purpose of assisting the young 
plantlet in getting through. 

Competition should be eliminated by 
keeping the weeds down and by thin- 
ning out. Overcrowding means weak, 
spindly plants, Give plenty of room 
and sunlight if you want your plants 
to thrive. 


SUCCESS WITH SWEET PEAS. 


Plant Them In a Ditch—Let None Go 
to Seed. 

To have the best success with this 
plant one must bear in mind the fact 
that it is a cool season crop. The pea 
produces Its best crop before the hot, 
dry weather of summer comes on. 

The seed should be sown in the fall 
or early in the spring. It Is a good 
plan to sow the seed In the bottom of 
a trench four or five inches deep, 
cover with one inch of soll and gradu- 
ally fill io Inter as the plants get 
large. The pen delights in a deep, 
rich, retentive, though well drained 
soll, The first sowing may be made on 
the south slope, followed by successive 
plantings. The bioom period may be 
extended by making the last sowing on 
a north slope or in some location where 
the pea will receive partial shade. 
The pea requires an abundant supply 
of water. If the season turns off dry 
the plants should be watered copious- 
ly, using the seed trench as an Irriga- 
tion ditch. 

As soon as the plants reach a height 
of six inches a support or trellis of 
some kind should be provided. Proba- 
bly the most convenient material for 
this purpose {is poultry netting. The 
netting can be had in any desired 
width and can be stored through the 
winter and used from year to year. 

Never allow any seed pods to ma- 
ture, The more flowers you cut the 
more you will have. 

There are numerous varieties of the 
sweet pea and ample room for choice 
as to colors desired and also as to 
dwarf or tall flowering sorts. 


THE PANSY BED. 


it Should Be Shaded From the Noon- 
day Sun—Rich Soil Needed. 

The essentini conditions for success 
with the pansy are a cool, half shaded 
place and a rich, friable soll. The 
pansy is a cool loving plant and does 
best where shaded from the noonday 
sun, 

If the seed pods are kept cut away 
the plants may be carried through the 
summer and a good crop of flowers se- 
cured again in the fall. 

To secure early flowers the seed 
should be .sown in a cold frame or 
window box in November, or they 
may be started in September and 
transplanted to the permanent bed in 
time to reroot before winter. At the 
approach of winter the bed ghould be 
mulched with straw or pine néedles to 
protect the plants from heaving and 
thawing. 

The pansy has been greatly improv- 
ed in recent years, and some of the 
present market strains are very fine. 


ATTRACTIVE LILY BEDS. 


Flowers Planted In Shady Place Need 
Little Attention, 

No garden is complete without a bed 
of lilies of the valley, These fragrant 
flowers should be planted in a shady 
place ond left there permanently.| 
They need practically no attention and 
year after year appear on schedule 
tlme, Although their flowering. period: 
lasts only about a week, the bed con-; 
taining them is an attractive spot of; 
green for many weeks during the 
spring and summer, If left to them-; 
selves they will spread rapidly, and ai 
small bed will soon be a bed of gen- 
erous proportions, For outdoor plant-| 
ing clumps of lilies of the valley are 
generally used, the pips being for in- 
door forcing principally. When plant- 
ed out of doors, however, the pips will 
give good satisfaction, for each one 
containa a dower,

CONNORS’ CANADIAN SCHEME. QUEEN OF ACTRESSES 


i Buffalo Man Once Becarne Very Inter- 


ested In the Duminion. 


William J. Connors, of Buffalo, bet- 
ter known as ‘‘Fingy” Connors, has 
of recent years broken into the Amer- 
ican magazines against his will. Since 
he became boss of the New York State 
Democracy, the muck-rakers have 
been after him in full cry. His 
parents were Canadian Irish, but he 
was born in western New York State 
fifty-three years ago. He has risen 
from the position of dock laborer and 
keeper of a tough liquor dive, to the 
control of the grain-shovelling busi- 
ness of the American ports on the 

reat lakes, and is a power in the 

Jemocratic party. Kven the great 
William Randolph Hearst had to form 
an alliance with “Fingy’” when he 
sought the Democratic nomination for 
governor of the state. He controls 
two journals in Buffalo of a more or 
less yellow character, The Courier and 
The Enquirer. Some ten years ago 
Connors developed a temporary affec- 
tion for Canada, the country of his 
parents. It was at a time when he 
was at war with the longshoremen of 
Buffalo and seeing himself beaten, he 
threatened to ruin Buffalo as a cen- 
tre of grain transhipment by estab- 
lishing vast elevators at Montreal and 
Port Colborne, the southerly entrance 
of the Welland Canal. Hon. Richard 
Harcourt acted as his Canadian repre- 
sentative and the proposal went so far 
that when a party of Fenians tried to 
blow up the Welland Canal, it was 
generally believed for a few days that 
the conspiracy was the work of Buf- 
falo gruin-scoopers, grown desperate 
at the thought that Conners was go- 


which Connors made respecting this 
elevator building was most unbalanc- 
ed, and had he carried it out “Fingy”’ 
would have gone broke. 


Veteran of Many Battles. 


The Hon. Maurice Raymond Gif- 
ford, C.M.G., who intends, if possible, 
to come to Canada to participate in 
the union of Riel Rebellion veterans 
upon the occasion of the 2ist anni- 
versary of the canture of Hatoc 
served as a private in Capt. French’s 
scouts during the rebellion. Although 
called scouts, the little troop raised 
at Fort Qu’Appelle by Capt. French 
was really an independent cavalry 
troop, doing very little real scouting 
duty. The men had to supply their 
own arms, horses and equipment and 
were paid five dollars a day. Young 
Gifford and a number of other young 
English gentlemen were farming in 
the Qu’Appelle Valley at the time, and 
with the adventurous spirit of their 
kind, they readily enrolled themselves 
for the campaign, Gifford, who is the 
fourth son of Baron Gifford of Amprey 
Park, Gloucestershire, had been edu- 
cated on the training ship Worcester 
and had for a short time served as an 
officer in the mercantile marine. In 
1882 he left the sea and went to Egypt 
as galloper for a newspaper correspon- 
dent, at the end of the campaign com- 
ing to Canada, going to the North- 
west and taking up land. Few who 
participated in the campaign of 1885 
associated the private of French’s 
corps with the heroic Gifford of the 
Metabele campaign of 1895. When the 
Metabele campaign of 1896 occurred 
he raised two troops of irregular cav- 
alry which were called ‘‘Gifford’s 
Horse,” and with which he performed 
distinguished service. He was at 
length severely wounded and had to 
have one of his arms amputated at 
the shoulder, The Boer war, despite 
his maimed condition; drew him out 
\ to South Africa, where he joined the 
Kimberley Mounted Corps, serving un-

The work will be 
in charge of G, H, Barr, chief of the 
dairy division, assisted by J. G. Bou- 
chard, creamery expert, and other 
members of the dairy staff. 

The experiments will be conducted 
at a creamery and at the farms of 
some of its patrons, somewhat on iae 
lines of the experiments in the cool- 
ing and treatment of milk conducted 
by Mr. Barr during the past two sea- 
sons, 

The exports of butter have fallen off 
during recent years, but there is no 
decrease in the quantity manufactur- 
ed, and it is important that the qual- 
ity should be of the highest class and 
that the creameries should be con:

NETRO-CULTURE METHOD. 

Generally, the  nitro-culture is 
sent to the farmer in a small bottle, 
con aining a jeilylike substance, in 
which the goras are growing, 
which is sufficient for the inoculation 
of 60 Ibs. of alfalfa seed. Take 
about one and a half pints of clean 
water ‘na suittbe vessel, Pour a 
itth o the water into a bottle con- 
tai ny the jellylike substance, 
shike thorougily, and pour back 
into the ves el. Do this several 
limes. Pour th’s liquid over the 
seed and mix thoroughly. Spread 
the seed out to dry; but KEEP oUT 
OF THE SUNSHINE. It will dry ina 
couple of hours, and should be 
planted in the usual way as soon as 
dry 

There are various methods of itr 
oculating the seed’ that may be 
equally as effective as the above, 
Which is given by the Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College. © The main thing 
is to follow the specific directions in 
each case. 
your ii formation comes from a re- 
liable sovrce, 

EARTH METHOD. 

In using this method, secure from 
100 Ibs. to 500 Ibs. of earth (the 
mere ihe better) from some field 
where ilfalla is success'ully grow- 
ing and seater it upon the ground 
whee yeu insend to sow the seed. 
The common way is to scatter; this 
over the soi; so that the discing 
and harrowing will thoroughly mix 
itinto the sved bed, The earth 
shoud not be left lying on the top 
of the ground, but should be Cisced 
or harrowed in aS soon as possible. 
Many of the noted alfalfa sections 
of this continent had their starting 
in the inoculation ot seed or soil, 
and so we would advise every sett- 
‘er of the Bow Valley to use every 
precaution to have his alfalfa started 
right. Itis a precaution that only 
needs to be taken once, for after the 
bitrogen gathering germs are estiub- 
lished in the soil, there is no need 
for further inoculation. In fact 
after alf.ifa has been grown success- 
fully in any field on the farm, we 
frequently find that it is not neces- 
sary to inoculate any further, for 
the geims ave scattered to the resi 
of the farm, through the irrigation 
divches the scattering of manure, 
and in many other ways. 

Have the first inoculation done 
properly and there is very litth 
necd tor care after that. 

SEED, - 

Re very careful to get the very 
best and cleanest seed possible. 
Fortunately, samples of seed may 
be sent toa Donvnion Seed Bran is 
in this Province, for free examina- 
sion, ‘This should proteet all tarm- 
ers from sowing foul weed seeds 
Phere is another thing that needs to 
be guarded agiumst. It may b 
that a farmer trom Kansas or Colo. 
rado, who his had splendi | success 
with alfalta in either of these States, 
will secure seed for sowi g in A - 
berta, He may have good success 
or he may have very indifferent suc- 
cess with this seed. His ind:ffereni 
success may be due to the fa t that 
the seed hus been moved ‘too far 
North all at one time. In other 
words, it is not adipted to its new 
environment, As a sule, it is the 
safest plan to secure alfalfa seed. 
as long as it iscean und of good 
germination qua'it:es, as near home 
aus possible, This is, of course, 1 
matter that needs con sideration only 
until we are in a position to produce 
our own Bow River Vall:y seed. 
AMOUNT OFSFED PFR ACRE 

This is a question that h+s rece’- 
ved careful consideration from a 
great many experimenters, and the 
general opinion is that when the 
crop is new, and farmers generally 
are just getting it introduced, a 
heavier seeding may be used than 
will be found necessary after the 
alfalfa is firmly established, 

For introductory seeding we 
commend twenty pounds of seed 
per acre, Later on, however, we 
may find that ten to fifteen pounds 
will be ample.

TUNNEL OR BRIDGE? 


Str Robert Perks Thinks the Former 
Would Be Better at Quebec. 


The question as to whether the ill- 
fated Quebec bridge should be replac- 
ed by a tunnel instead of by another 
overhead structure was discussed by 
Sir Robert Perks, Bart., in an inter- 
view with The Standard. 

In view of the fact that tenders will 
be called early in May for the con- 
struction of a bridge the plans of 
which have been strongly condemned 
by The Scientific American, the ques- 
tion is one of great public importance, 
There are few men more competent 
than Sir Robert Perks to pronounce 
on the selative merits of bridge versus 
tunnel, for the firm of which he is the 
head has carried out some of the 
greatest engineering works of modern 
times, including the Manchester a 
Canal and the famous Severn Tunnel. 
His firm also prepared the plans for 
the now defunct scheme of buildin 
the Channel Tunnel between En pe 

ec 
by the War Office; while the firm is 
now Ga dit J the first tunnel 
through the Andes, to connect Argen- 
tina and Chile by railway. 

“The proposal to construct a tunnel 
instead of the proposed Quebec bridge 
is a perfectly feasible one,” said Sir 
Robert recently, ‘‘and undoubtedly 
in the long run a tunnel would prove 
far more satisfactory. The St. Law- 
rence River at that point is no wider 
than the Severn River at the point 
where we constructed the Severn Tun- 
nel. That tunnel connecting England 
with South Wales, under what is real- 


ly the Bristol Channel, is, with its | 


approaches, about eight miles long, 
and took four years to build. _ 

“I take it that a tunnel and ap- 
proaches for the St. Lawrence River 


| would have to be about the same 
| length. 


One of the great difficulties 
to be encountered, however, in replac- 
ing the bridge by a tunnel, is the fact 
that the railways which would make

Red River Funerals.

A SPLENDID SELECTIOM. 


Major J. E. Hutchinson Appointed 
Adjutant of the Bisley Team. 


The Militia Department of the Do- 
minion has made an admirable se- 
lection as adjutant of the Bisley team 
in the person of Mujor J. KE. Hutch- 
inson, of Ottawa, who has for many 
years been recognized as one of the 
best rifle shots in Canada and who in 
his administrative capacity and as a 
coach will be invaluabie to the Bisley 
team of 1910, 

Major Hutchinson is one of the b>st 
known business men of Ottawa and 
one of the most ‘active and popular 
officers of the Forty-third Regiment. 
He -haa- been riflo shocting success: 
fully for over a quarter of a century 
and was the Canadian coach at the 
last Palma trophy match shoot at 
Ottawa. He has qualified for Bisley 
some 16 or 16 times and has been 
with the team to shoot at the Eng- 
lish butts twice. He has won one 
second and two third prizes in the 
Governor-General’s match at Ottawa 
at the meets of the Dominion Rifle 
Association and his shooting record 
during the last 26 years has been 
scarcely equalled by any other shot 
in Canada. Mr, Hutchinson is sup- 
erintendent of the Ottawa Electric 
Railway and the splendid manage- 
ment of that concern is in a large 
measure due to his executive ability. 
He was born in Brockville, September 
15, 1858, and was educated in the 
public and grammar schools of that 
town. In 1876 he entered the service 
of the Grand Trunk Railway and 
served successfully in the mechanical, 
passenger, freight and telegraph de- 
partments of that company for eight 
years, when he resigned to accept 
the position of train dispatcher for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. Aiter 
serving four years in the latter ca- 
pucity he was appointed train master 
of the Montreal, Ottawa and Chalk 
River section, which appointment he 
held until leaving the service in 1891, 
to accept his present position as sup- 
erintendent of the Ottawa Electric 
Railway. 

In 1908 Mr. Hutchinson was elected 
president of the Canadian Street Rail- 
way Association, the most important 
body of its kind in Canada, and on 
the executive of that society his tech- 
nical knowledge of railway equip- 
ment, road bed problems, and general 
management of practical affairs con- 
nec with street wailways is very 
highly esteemed. In the capital, by 
his energy and ability he has acquir- 
ed an enviable reputation both in 
military and’ business circles, and “in 
all matters tending to promote the 
welfare of the city he has shown him. 
self an enterprising and progressive 
citizen,

also nearly double the number which 
came the previous year, when 59,832 
crossed the border, . 

The total immigration into Canada 
during March of 33,065 persons, was 
the largest for any single month in 
the history of Canadian immigration.

SLAVERY IN GANADA 


FOR MANY YEARS NEGROES 
WERE BOUGHT AND SOLD. 


| Hiling with a bang, Kivkwood pulled \ The Institution Never Gained the 
{ 


Hold Here, However, That It Did 
In the United States, and Finally 
Britain's Stand In the Matter Set- 
tled It For Good—Canada Was the 
Promised Land For the Blacks. 


Less than a mile from the Jnterna- 
tional Boundary, and close to one of 
the highways that run northward from 
Vermont into Missisquoi County, 
Quebec, rises a huge black pile of 
moss-covered stone, differing only in 
one respect from many other project- 
ing ledges common throughout this 
hilly, limestone country. The differ- 
ence consists in its name, for thia 
huge shoulder of stone is known in 
all that countryside as ‘Nigger 
Rock,” because at its base are bur- 
ied a little company of black men 
and women who lived and died on 
Canadian territory in what was prac- 
tically a mild, almost a paternal, form 
of slavery. Almost one hundred years 
have passed since the gfave closed 
over the last of that little company 
uf exiles. The graves have been ob- 
literated, but the monument of Na- 
ture’s making will always remain to 
mark the spot at which the pilgrim 
age of these colored folk came to an 


rt of Missisquoi County, the 
old parish of St. Armand, was large- 
ly settled by Hessians who, in the 
service of Great Britain during the 
War ofsthe American Revolution

and trampled under foot. 

And so Canada was spared the curse 
that blighted the Southern States, and 
whose evil consequences are still felt 
fully one-fourth of the population 
the American Union. 

The earliest recorded case of a slave 
being sold in Canada occurred early 
in our history. 
one years after Champlain bad found- 
| ed Quebec, the city was captured by 

David Kirke, and for a year or two 
the place was held by the English. 
At that time, it is recorded, Kitke 
| sold a negro boy from Madagascar 
for fifty half-crowns, But there was 
slavery in Canada before that time. 
Indians held in bondage a number | 
of the members of distant conquered | 
tribes, and these were known as 
| Panis. King Louis XIV., in 1689, by 
royal mandate, gave permission to 
Canadians to import negro slaves, 
and a number were brought from the 
West India islands. There were a 
few of these slaves in the colony when 
in 1760 it was surrendered to the Brit- 
ish Crown. 

That there were slaves in Halifax 
shortly after it was settled by the 
English in 1749, is clearly shown by 
an advertisement which appeared in 
| a newspaper known as The Evening 
Post, and published in Boston, Mass., 
then, of course, a British city. The 
advertisement appeared in September, 
1751, only two years after Halifax was 
founded, and it stated: ‘Just arrived 
from Halifax, and to be sold, ten 
strong, ‘hearty negro men, mostly 
tradesmen, such as caulkers, carpen- 
ters, sailmakers and ropemakers, Any 
person wishing to purchase may en- 
quits of Benjamin Hallowell, of- Bus- 

in.” 


In the Nova Scotia Gazette of Hali- 
fax, of May 30, 1752, appeared a 
lengthy advertisement offering for sale 
i hRhumber of negro slaves, among

In the frontier wilderness they were 
joined by U. E. Loyalists from: the 
old Dutch settlements along the Hnd- 
son River, The latter weré, as’a rule, 

ople of some means, trained to

for themaglves' homes in the new land, 
where they eniled their days ‘as Brit- 
ish subjeets- beneath the flag under 
which they were born, 

In their Hudson River settlements 
they had owned negro slaves, and a 
number of.these accompanied them 
on their northern migration, desiring 
to throw in their lot with their mas- 
ters in the new North. They helped 
to fell the trees and build the log 
house and barns, to get in the crops 
in the stumpy fields, and to make 
the nioneer life of their masters, their 
families and themselves as comfort- 
able as possible. They lived out their 
days with their masvers, and when 
life ended were, in many cases, bur- 
fed on the farms their labor had help. 
ed to win from the forest. 

In like manner a considerable num- 
ber of negro slaves accompanied their 
Loyalist masters from the revolting 

lonies to Nova Scotia and Upper 
Canada, and so for a number of years 
there was a small negro slave popu 
lation in Canada, But slavery never 
got firmly rooted in Canadian soil 
and early in our history the unright 
eous institution was by strict lega 
enactment torn un root and branci

them being “a very likely negro 
wench of about 35 years of age, a 
Creole born, has been brought up in 
a.gentleman’s family, capable of do- 
ing all sorts of work belonging there- 
to, as needle-work of all sorta and in! 

Besides the “very 
likely wench’’ there were offered for 
sale two boys and three men. 

And here is another advertisement 
published in Halifnx on Nov. 1, 1760, 
which shows that the selling of slaves 
was to some extent at least carried | 
on there. It reads:—‘‘To be sold at! 
public auction on Monday, the 8rd of 

ovember, at the house of Mr. John 
Ryder, two slaves, viz., a boy and a| 
girl, about eleven years old; likewise | 
@ puncheon of choice cherry brandy, 
with sundry other articles.” 

In Upper Canada slavery encoun- 
tered « determined and powerful op- 
ponent in Simeoe, the first Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the province. In 1793, 
at the second session of his Lagistee | 
ture which met at Newark, now Nia- 
gara, Simcoe secured the passing of 
an act which provided that thereafter | 
‘no one could held in slavery.

Columbia, some 6,000 miles away from 
England. - Suddenly my 
was attracted by a b: 
horses, which I saw outside my fence, 
about half a mile away, near a meu- 
dow in which my horses were graz- 
ing. As I looked, the lord and master 
of the band, a fine black stallion, 
leapt the fence. I ran down the hill 
to the meadow, but too late; the 
horse had jumped back, followed by 
@ valuable grey mare of mine, and, 
Tegaining the band, galloped away 
with them, 

I. knew that if I did not cut my 
mare off from the rest of the horses 
there was small chance of my ever 
seeing her aguin. In less than five 
minutes IT was in the saddle, gallop. 
ing madly after the fast retreating 
band, which had now reached the 
fringe of trees at the foothills and 
were rapidly disappearing into the 
forest beyond. For hour after hour I 
continued the chase—through valley 
and forests, over hills, and acroas 
plains. At length, about two o'clock, 
I drew rein and reluctantly gave up 
the chase. For a couple of hours I 
rested with my horse by the side of a 
small river, when suddenly, «bout 
four o’clock, the trumpet-like blast of 
a wild stallion startled me to my feet, 
and there, only » few yards away, 
was my mare with the rest of the 
horses. They were gone like a flash 
and I, like a fool, decided, to my ever. 
lasting regret, to follow them. 

But again I suw the chase was 
hopeless, and had decided to give it 
up when one of the reins suddenly 
gave way, and | was practically at 
the mercy of my steed. Fa: took ad- 
vantage of this, and rushed madiy 
after the flying horses. I was pow- 
erless, so all I could do was to stick 
to the saddle. Which direction we 
were going I knew not nor cared, for 
most of my time was taken up with 
rie Lia J trees and drawing my fect up 
to avoid getting caught in projecting 
branches. Suddenly, in the fast- 
gathering dusk, b»fore me lay a sheet 
of ice some thirty feet long. 

At the pace we were traveling it 
was. impossible to pull up; so, hunch. 
ing up his back, my horse prepared 
for the leap. He made a tremendous 
bound in the air. Ther came a great 
crash, a thousand lights danced he- 
fore my eyes, and all was blank. 
Some hours later I opened my eyes 
to see a bright moon shining over- 
head. I lay for some time in a sort 
of dream, until at length conscious. 
ness fully returned to me and:I at- 
tempted to raise my head, which was 
now nestnning to ache terribly. To 
my surprise I found that it seemed 
to be fastened to the ground. Putting 
my right hand UD aor my left arm 
was under my bo y, L found my hair 
was frozen to the ice, through the 
blood which had flowed from a-wound 
on my head, 

Little by little T gradually released 
myself, and, looking about, found 
that I was pinned down by my dead 
horse, who was lying on my left leg. 
With the greatest difficulty I extri- 
cated myself from under him, and 
got to my feet after many attempts. 
Then I found that I could not move 
my Teft arm, and that my side was 
so painful that I could scarcely 
breathe. 

1 picked my way along the trail, 
and, to make a long story short, after 
& very trying journey, walking the 
last ten miles in a heavy snowstorm, 
I arrived at my cabin utterly ex- 
hausted,’ 

It was ultimately found that my 
left cheekbone was smashed, my arm 
was broken in three places, my elbow 
fractured and dislocated, ‘besides 
three ribs being broken, I had to lie 
in my bed for three weeks; all this 
time heavy snowstorms were raging, 


and it was impossible for anyone to | 


go either up or down the creek. Then 
I was taken down in a sleigh, where 
I saw Dr. Williams, “sho could do 
nothing for me as my arm had set 
solid, and I could not bend it or usa 
it at all, Finally, I came to England 
and went into King’s College Hospi- 
tal, where Mr. William Rose (now 
Sir William) made ao false joint by 
breaking the arm again, so I can now 
use it to a limited extent, 

In conclusion, I might add that, as 
near as I could judge, I lay under 
By. horse insensible from 6 p.m. to 
midnight. I arrived at my cabin 
twenty-four hours later, having walk- 
ed forty miles and had nothing to eat 
for forty-eight hours,

veniences for the Small Depositors, 


Every one knows how difficult it is 
for the woman with a small allow- 
ance to manage it and keep track of 
where it goes, She is debarred from 
the use of a check book, which would 
simplify matters, because it takes a 
certain amount of money to open un 
account of this sort. 

If she carries the money around 
with her she spends more than she 
should and, what is more, fritters 
awny the whole amount in small ways 
until finally she does not know where 
it is all gone. Englishwomen have 
found a solution, They have started 
# woman’s bank in London, No man 
may enter there, but any woman may 
open an account with as little as $25 
and become the proud possessor of a 
cheek book, from which she can 
draw against the said amount. There 
are a safety deposit box annex and a 
brokerage branch where stocks and 
bonds can be bought or sold by de- 
positors, Miss May Bateman is the 
president of this new bank. She is 
the author of a number of poems and

South Africa. As regards her finan- 
cial experience, she was for years 
secretary to Sir Douglas Gordon of 
the board of trude and handled: all his 
accounts. In a recent interview she 
gave the following facts about her 
novel position: 

“One must remember certain things 
as a bank manager. I admit that [ 
have been keenly interested in~ the 
progress of woman’s advancement. 
But when you take up the manage- 
ment of a bank you have to bury all 
your personal views about: politics, 
the ballot and similar controversial 
subjects. You must preserve a de- 
teched or, at any rate, an absolutely 
impartial attitude. I am hugely en- 
thusiustic, however. Think of it! 
This is the first woman's bank in this 
country. That means a new profes- 
sion for women, and who knows what 
may come of it? The whole staff is 
composed exclusively of women, and 
I want to say, too, that their salaries 
compare well with the wages paid 
male employes in any bank, so there 
will be no talk about women ousting 
men from professions by taking lower 
wages, 

“We hope to provide special advan- 
tages for women. In the first place, 
they can open a checking account 
with # deposit of only $25. Hereto- 
fore the large deposits required by 
nearly all other banks have barred 
that privilege to women of limited 
means. Interest will be paid at the 
rate of 21-2 per cent, a year on the 
mount standing to the credit of the 
account where a minimum balance 
of $50 has been maintained for six 
months. 

“There will be no fees exacted for 
the handling of small accounts, That 
will be a convenience for the girl 
with a small dress allowance who 
wants a check hook, and I think it i 
only when a girl possesses “a ehack 
book that she really understands the 
use and value of money.”
